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Abstract 

This paper discusses the pgeographical location of = NN ーー・ W 4 mentioned in Hammamat 
Inscription INo. 1, according to Couyat and Montet. This inscription was created by Sankh 
in commemoration of his expedition to the Eastern Desert and the Red Sea Coast during the 


reign of Mentuhotep IV. 


The toponym is problematic due to its complete absence from all ancient Egyptian texts. 
This made scientists disagree about its geographical location: some located it in (Ouseir, while 
others placed it on the River Nile, or in the Eastern Desert. This matter has been a mystery 
and the toponym remained unknown without a specific identity which made some scientists 
leave it without certain specifications, and this, in turn, added more mystery to the inscription, 
and led a number of scientists to minimize its value. Therefore, the researcher has decided to 
confront this problem, especially after the recent archaeological discoveries on the Red Sea 


Coast in general, and the port of = NN 一 』 に レフ (Mersa Gawasis) in particular. 


According to the writer。these recent discoveries may define = っ NN 一 WO as Mersa 
Gawasis (this contorms with the nature of Sankhs expedirion in light of other inscriptions 
and according to the linguistic comparisons between these tvo toponyms). The inscription, 
thus, becomes very important as it proves 一 -for the first time in the ancient Egyptian sources 一 
that there were some activities attributed to Mentuhotep IV on the Red Sea Coast and Mersa 
(Gawasis, which provides a new historical and cultural dimension to the policy of this king, and 


increases the value of the inscriDtion.

A unique dinar struck in Nysabour in 343 AH/954 CE, in the name of 
Ahmed ibn Mohammed 


Abstract 

Abu Ali Ahmed ibn Mohammed was one of the most powerful figures on the political 
scene during the reign of Samanid Prince Nuh ibn Nasr. The research includes a study and 
analysis of the sole dinar belonging to him. 

The dinar was minted in Nysabour with the name of Abbasid Caliph ALMun Hilah. 
This dinar ensures that Ahmed ibn Mohammed ruled Khorasan during the Year 343 AH, as 
independent ruler, 

In this research, 1 wi analyze the inscriptions of this dinar in the light of the contemporary 
historical resources to reach new outcomes,。 which will be a valuable additrion to Abbasid and 


Samanid coins in particular, and Islamic coins in general. 
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The Inscriptions of the Damascene Ottoman Residences 


Abstract 

The extensive use of inscriptions characterizes Islamic art and architecture. In fRct 
calligraphy is one of the most characteristic features distinguishing the Islamic civilization 
among the other cultures. Islamic buildings generally, and the residential ones in particular, have 
an abundant number of inscriptions. These inscriptions have, in addirion to their ornamental 
role, an important significance represented in the meaning of their contents. his paper wil 
shed light on the Arabic inscriptions of the Damascene Ottoman residences in order to discuss 
the inscription styles of script, as well as the meaning of their contents. The inscription styles 
of script include square geometric Kufi、 Naskh and Thuluth. The most significant item is 
the inscription content, it is noteworthy that a few examples represent unread inscriptions, 
in other words, just an ornamental fipure composed of Arabic letters with no meaning. The 
meanings ot the inscriptions of the Damascene Ottoman residences could be caregorized 
according to their purpose, position, and context: in this regard, the inscriptions are classified 
into commemorative, (Ouranic, the Prophets sayings, poetic inscriptions. On the other hand, 


the meanings of the inscriptions reflect the beliefs and the culture of the residences. 
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Abstract 

The Old Mosque of Male, which js known by the Old Friday Mosque of Male, js one of the 
most important mosques in Male. Ir was constructed in CE 1656 by Sultan Ibrahim Iskandar I. 
This Mosque remains in the minds of the Maldivian people because of its unique works of 


traditional art. 


The stone and wooden structures in the interior of the Mosque of Male are decorated 
with intricately carved designs and inscriptions. The inscriptions are mainly in two languages: 
Arabic and Dhivehi. Some historical facts about the construction of this Mosque are also 
inscribed. These inscriptions are quotations from the Holy Quran and the sayings of Prophet 
Muhammad (peace be upon him). Some of these inscriptions spell out the main duties assigned 


to the Imams and to the other membcers holding various offces in the Mosque. 


The inscription discussed in this research were discovered during the renovation of the 
ceiling of the Mosque in CE 1964. This inscription written on an old wooden plaque, prove 
that the first Friday Mosque built by Sultan Mohamed bin Abdulla (CE 1141-1166), stood in 


that place. This plaque is at present in the NNational Museum. 
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Abstract 

Written emblems present an important stage in the history of Arabic calligraphy and Arabic 
writing in general, especially that they are one of the emblems of ruling. An important stage 
in the history of the written emblems appeared in Egypt during the era of the Muhammad 
Ali family which succeeded, but did not spread: known as the Monogram . Studying the 
Phenomenon of emblems in general, and the Monogram in particular, requires a vision that 
does not fragment Arabic calligraphy or Arabic writing by isolating them from their historical 
and cultural realiry。or by studying them as scripts or writings on buildings. 1heretore, we 


strived to establish methodological steps through which we can widely study written emblems. 
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early, accompanying the movement ot numbers 
of early linguisuc aulases in the nineteenth 
century, and specifically in France and 
Germany.

It is 
known that a large amount of remains were 
discovered in Giza dating to the cnd of the 
New Kingdom, meaning that they bear similar 


characteristics to the el-Ehnasi era. 


The third chapter addressed the paintings 
found in Abusir、 wherein the author shed lighr 
on two of the paintings there, "Abi and Imbi . 
The two were discovered with another group 
of remains in the tomb of priests linked with 
Temple of King Ni Weser Ra dating to the 
end of the Fifth Dynasty. It seems that they 
celebrated the worship of this king at the end of 
the Old Kinsgdom and el-Ehnasi, as well as the 
Middle Kingdom, wherein he was considered 
the local god for these priests and individuals 


of the area who were buried near his pyramid. 


The fourth chapter is considered the core 
of the book and one of its most important 
chapters. The author talks about the Saqqara 
Necropolis、wherein more than 40 paintings 
were discovered in a pyramidal group tor King 
Tiri,、 which have been analyzed and stradied 
in detail in this chapter. Also, the author 
discussed booths and familial paintings for Sak 
wa Sakht as it was the first emergence dealing 
with names and descriptions of Usir in special 
inscriptions. It also dealt with the paintings 
that were discovered in the tomb of King Onas,

The fifth chapter deals with paintngs 


discovered in a tomb dating to that era in Kum 
al-Fakari in Memphis. This methodological 
analysis included a complete description, 
audio translation, textual translation for the 
inscriptions, which follows the commentary on 


the inscription. 


The sixth chapter discussed the similar 
artistic styles used in the decorated lateral 
segments that adorned the long, specially 
decorated walls in the cabinets of offcrings in 
terraces of the Sixth Dynasty. This chapter 
also deals with a group of stone blocks bearing 
inscriDtiOn. You cannot attribute these lateral 
segments and blocks to a specific imaginary door 
or known cabinet. The former are considered 
fundamental parts in the building of the small 


benches for which the al-Ehnasi era is known. 


On the other hand、the seventh chapter 
displays some parts of paintings discovered

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This publication complements the Center 
of Scripts objectives in publishing serious 
academic studies within the field of inscriptions 
and writings in hope of bridging the existing 
gap in this field.

Ramesside (Nineteenth and 
important historical phenomenon in the field of 
administration in Ancient Egypt。 which is the 
control of the Military Commanders on a large 
amount of administrauive Gtles and positions in 
the State. Most of Egyptologists thought that this 
historical phenomenon was related to the nature of 
the historical period that existed in Egypt during 
that time, where the Ramesside Period characterized 
by the milhtary activities in the different fields of 
life in Ancient Egypt, as an outcome to the great 
number of wars by the Egyptians during that period. 
Therefore, the administration of the State in the 
Ramesside Period affected by the militarization of 
the Egyptian society, and the Military Commanders 
succeed in controling many administrative utles 
and positions, according to their irmportance in the 


Egyptian society during that time. 


本 his article discusses the control of the Military 
Commanders on one of the most important 
administrative titles in Ancient Egypt, which is 
悪い Ni( 77y-7 た 277 the Overseer of Works', in the 
time of King Ramesses II (1290-1224 BCE). The 
importance of this title related to the supervision 
of its owner on building and construction of 
different temples of gods and kings, tombs of 
kings、 tombs of high officials and numerous 
building projects of the State. Hence,、the viziers 
and high officials of the State were proud to carry 
this important administrative title since the tme 
of the Old Kingdom until the time of the New 
Kingdom, according to its importance.

The Seven Gatekeepers.。 Guardians, and Reporters in the Book ofthe Two Ways and in P MMA 335.9.21

The paper also considers the textual transmission of

In his recently published book, Smith argues that 
the ritual which occupies the first seventeen columns 
ot the Papyrus P MMA 35.9.21 was inrended for 
Performance in the cult of Osiris.* The Papyrus 
belongs to someone called Imuthes: it is written 
in hieratic script,、and dates to the early Ptolemaic 
Period.* The occasion of performance is the Divine 
Night (777,a term which designates the night 
which extends from 25" to the 26" of the month of 
Khoiak and precedes the day of the procession of the 


ezz Barque in the Festival of Sokar.* 


The divine night (77 in P MMA 35.9.21 
was a night full of rituals、 recited for Osiris who js 
then lying on his bier. The priests enter to the place 
in which the body of the god lies, and perform their 
recitations until the procession of the /ezzz-Barque 
takes place the next morning. The aim of these 
recitatiOns is tO resurrect the dead god by ritualisuic 
means. [hese priests in DP MMA 35.9.21 are called 
5775 777777 7- gy YS77 attendants of the bier at the side 
of Osiris , occurring in line 175.? In the ritual cycle of 
the Sokar Festival、 this night corresponds to the night 
before the burial procession in the mortuary cult.? 
For the deceased, these recitations are designated by 
Assmann as moral mummification and their aim is to 
mediate the passage from the status of being dead to 


the status of being an 2.

The original place for the performance of this 
ritual inP MMA 35.9.21 would have been eirher the 
temple of Osiris, or a shrine or a room dedicated for 
him in one of the main temples. The textr here locates 
the place of pertormance in the House of Shentayt 
(ine 176). Shentayt was a name given to Isis as a 
mourner of Osiris.* Shentayt is derived from the verb 
7 to protect by circling 、 a clear reference to the wite 
and widow of Osiris, Isis.? It also designates a number 
of buildings attested in some Egyptian sources. For 
instance, the chapels on the roof of the temple of 
Dendera where the mysteries of Osiris took place 


were called Shentayt." 


The purpose of the papyrus as its title shows is 
to lead Osiris to rule in the nome of the Silent Land. 
Lines 7/15-8/15 form an episode in a ritual in which 
Osiris is transferred to a solar barque and js conveyed 
to a series of seven underworld gates. At each one of 
these gates、Osiris is accompanied by Anubis, who 
addresses the gatekeepers and asks them to open tor 
Osiris and for Osiris Imuthes likewise. This part of the 
ritual, according to Smith、is modeled on Chapter 144 
of め z 7oo の / め e の ez の in which the deceased is 


supposed to pass through seven gates.“ 


The seven gatekeepers in P MMA 35.9.21 are a 
late representative ofa tradition that is traceable to BD

Conclusion! 


The Italian-American mission in Wadi Gawasis 
realized an incredible discovery during the seasons of 
excavations 2005/2006 and 2006/2007. It js about 
wooden boxes,piled up in front of the entrance of 
the caves where the workers, craftsmen and sailors 
sheltered and stored their materials. IWo among 
these carried hieroglyphic texts on its side. This text 
consists of four horizontal lines informing us about an 
expedition sent during the Year 8 of Amenemhat IV to 
bring the marvels of Punt (の 7 アカ . The inspector 
of recruits、 royal scribe Djedy led this expedition. 
Apparently。this operation was confirmed by other 
epigraphic evidences such as an ostracon mentioning 
the Year 8 (Ostracon WG 105) and another one with 
the name of Amenemhat IV (Ostracon WG 111). 


In conclusion、the epigraphic data shed light 
on a series of expeditions starting from the port 
of Mersa Gawasis towards the land of Punt, from 
the reign of Senusert 1 till the end of the 1welfth 
Dynasty with probably the last affair known tor the 
reign ot Amenemhat IV passing through the reign 
of Amenemhat , Senusert II,、 Senusert III and 
Amenemhat III. We are looking forward to the Italo- 
American mission to find other epigraphic evidences 
attesting Amenemhat 1, first king of the Dynasey 
and Sobek-nofru the last queen, to have a series of 
expeditions without intervals, sent almost to the same 
destination, searching for the same product, during 


all the reigns of kings of the Twelfth Dynasy 
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The other suggestion is a single mission sent 
under the auspice of the high steward towards the 
vast country Punt where two officials divided its 
responsibilities in tyo、 [he one towards the main 
destination Punt led by 4ez22e み and the other in 
the Desert near the mines region called Bia-Punt led 
by Ace the third hypothesis is that we have only 
one expedition led by Sez2e/ and at its arrival or its 
destination, this one diverts in two: one to Punt and 


the other to Bia-Punt. 


By comparing this text with the stela of 477z/2e7- 
47zez7 and generally wirh the mission of Senusert 
[we sense a single expedition divided into three 
episodes: first one happened in the Nile Valley to 
Prepare the expedirion and its logistics、 where Sez の 7 
was the person in charge: the second one the journey 
to Punt led by Amenhotep and searched for Punt and 
its main productsi the other one headed to the mines 
of Punt to bring these exotic metals as the green gold 


and electrum デ .

Conclusion 


R. Fattovich and K. Bard discovered three stelae in 
the coral terrace above the galleries entrances dating to 
the reign of Amenemhat III. While the first one (WG 16) 
dated to Year 23 of Amenemhat IIT provides information 
about the responsible of the seahing halls in the Great 
House Ameny: the second stela (WG 23) which js severely 
damaged, conserve only the Year 41 wirh the protocol of 
Amenemhat II1. The beginning of the dateline in a third 
stela (WG 06) js apart from two vertical strokes indicating 
a 2-year. It commemorates、 without doubt, a third 
occasion of presence in the site during Amenemhart IIIs 


reign because the two other mentions of date are damaged 
years (Year 23 and Year 41). 


The Italian-American archaeological mission 


discovered during 2004/2005 sa strela (WG 05) dated

A rectangular stela measuring 31.5 x 23 x

stelae. The stela is broken into two pieces. 
The right one is about 31.5 x 7 cm, and the 
left one about 31.5 x 14 cm. The surface with 
inscription is severely damaged and alor ofits is 
actually lost specially in the lower-left part. lts 
bas-relief inscription is severely divided into an 
official scene on the upper Dart, and a Drivate 


scene in the lower part.

Concluslon 

The second stela discovered in the Roman 
station of Wadi Gasus attests that there was an 
expedition led in Year 1 of Senusert II by the 
overseer of the cabinet Zzz77g7e の . [he text of 
the stela did not mention any expedition, except 
a monument erected in the ambiguous toponym 
g-77 God's Land under the supervision of 
the high courtier Zzz の.

Anyway 
the information on this stela is different from the 
other stelae such as the stela of Khentykherywr clearly 
mentioning an expedition to Punt and the arrival 
at Saww and also the stela of Nebsu, the texts of 
the shrine of Ankhu, the ostraca with the mention 
of Punt. Its differences between the other stelae 
from Wadi Gawasis is in contents and iconography 
namely the mentioning of Soped, lord of ]a-sachemt 
allows us to propose that this stela commemorates an 
exceptional expedition sent to another destination 


which could be the mines of South Sinai'5.

This stela proves evidence of an expedition sent 
to Punt and anchored on its way back in the Port of 
SZz の の in the Year 28 of Amenmehat II.

Conclusion 


These evidences confirmed the existence of an 
expedition sent to the land of Punt in the Year 22 
of the reign of Senusert 1. We suggest that this one 
was divided into three stages. According to the stela 
of 4z/2e77472eZ7 tound in Wadi Gawasis (about 
400 m from the Seashore), divided into twvo parts and 
was separated by the enclitic particle sk, the sovereign 


ordered his vizier Antefoker to build a fleet in the

arsenal of Coprtos after a Royal Order to his vizier. 


The second stage, indicated in the second part of 
the same stela, concerns the operation led on the shore 
of the Red Sea by the herald 4ezy. The work was 
actually reassembling the ships after being dismantled 
and carried in sections from Coptos to the Port to 
facilitate their transport through the Eastern Desert./ 
The composition of the herald Amenys teamwork 
shows that there was a milhtary section commanded 
by the General of the Army, and consisting of ffty 
Royal followers of the Master: apparently each one led 
ten soldiers and a civil section organized by the board 
steward of the Thinite name, he head of the South, 
who supervised,in their turn, 3200 citizens.

This limestone fragment was certainly 
a section of an ancient stela. We can see the 
remaining of three lines to be read from right to 
left where we can recognize the crown and birth 
names of King Senusert 1 followed by an attribute 
and three representations of boats. It is about 
basilophores names of vessels having navigated 


the Red Sea. 


2. The Sanctuary of Ankhnu 


The monument was discovered approximately 
250 m off the west coast, and is exhibited in 
the Facultry of Arts Museum, Universiry of 
Alexandria. Sanctuary in limestone constituted 
of three anchors from which the round top was 
removed. It exists on a podium composed of four 


anchors on two TOWS. 


The hieroglyphic texts are freehand registered 
complicating the reading. While two columns

Conclusion 


The Serabit eLKhadim inscriptions included 
the same formulas and royal protocols mentioned 
in similar mining texts: nevertheless、 some formulas 
were more frequent with some variations to befit the 
mentaliry of the ancient Egyptian miners who crossed 
the desert in unusual conditions aiming at mining 
turquoise in Serabit el-Khadim plateau. 1 tried to 
shed light on the most frequent formulas, in order to 
show the abiliry of the ancient Egyptian miners to 
adapt the religious and commemorative tormulas in 


a different context. 


The majoriry of the previously mentioned 
formulas appeared during the Middle Kingdom, a 
period that witnessed an intensive mining activiry. 1he 
total number of inscriptions containing the mentioned 
formulas are 81, of which 59 inscriptions date back 
to the Middle Kingdom, with a percentage ot 7396. 
This number attests an intensive mining activity of the 
Middle Kingdom rulers aftera longinterruption period. 
Moreover, the extent number of mining expeditions, 
attested by the large number of inscriptions、 may 
refer to the peaceful situation berween Egypt and 
their neighbors.

The Serabir el-Khadim inscriptions include 
the different requests asked by the owner or 
the dedicator of the stela. In IS233, IS234, 
IS235, IS243, and IS424、 we fnd following 
the traditional 7 の 大 7s formula, some moral 
requests such as praise, love, and alertness to (X), 
as in 1S233 and IS235, or "life benefits such as 
life,、 prosperiry。 health、praise, and love, as in 
IS234.?

Probably there are twvo reasons to ask such 
reduests. The first, it is known that the mining 
exDeditions sent to Serabit el-Khadim were 
stopped during the Second Intermediate Period 
that covers 100 years. After this long period of 
interruption, and given that the miners were 
concerned of getting lost in this area, or not to be 
able to extract the turquoise and keep it new and 
safei it is convincing to notice the miners, asking 
Hathor, life, prosperir。 health, praise, and love. 
上 he second reason concerns the dangerous nature 
of the tasks overtaken by the ancient Egyptian 
miners. The expedition should traverse the Eastern 
Desert, and then it should cross the Red Sea. 
Mahfouz states that: the ancient Egyptian miners 
used Wadi Gawasis on the shore the Red Sea as a 
disembarkation point to reach Serabit eL-Khadim

Serabit el-Khadim. This long distance and dangers 
that the ancient Egyptian miners could face 
inspired them to pray to Hathor for a safe retaurn 
to their homeland, or for life, prosperity, and 
health afer a long journey. It is highly accepted 
to ask Hathor these moral requests, as she is the 


goddess of deserts: moreover, a temple was built to 


venerate her on Serabit el-Khadim plateau. 
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The earliest settlements in ancient PEeypt Drove 
predynastic mining activiries in difterent parts of 
Egypt: the Western Desert。 Eastern Desert (the 
most exploited) Nubia, and Sinai, providing the raw 
materials that were necessary for the development of 
the ancient Egyptian society'. In addition, during the 
Protodynastic Period, the metallurgy was developed 
in ancient Egypt, in parallel with unifcaton of 
Upper and Lower Egypt. The ancient Egyptians 
were able to practice the art of metallurgy。 since they 
were competent in separating metals from their ores, 
and preparing them for use by smelting or refining. 
The texts reveal an ancient Egyptian knowledge of 
stones and gems,、 or indicate the exact location of 
quarries and mines. For example, the tombs of the 
First and Second Dynasties attest this abiliry, which 
could explain the superiority and lead of the ancient 
Egyptians over the other Near East peoples, such as 


the Sumerians and their successors.* 


In Ancient Egypt, one of the writing functions 
was to inscribe on monuments in order to provide the 
name of the owner of this monument。 or to specify 
the subject represented (dedication, praising, offtering, 
etc). When applied these functions on Serabir el- 
Khadim inscriptons、it is probable to divide the

1- Mine inscriptions which are inscribed on rock, at 
or near the entrance to mines.

boundary markers. Moreover,。 they served as votive 
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and commemorative monuments.) 1herefore, the 
function of the stela determined the place where it 
should be erected. In temples and sanctuaries, it 
was erected inside it by individuals to worship the 
gods, besides commemorating spDecial events, such as 
successful cxpeditions to the mines and quarries, Or a 


new gallery opening, etC. 


The commemorative stelae were set uD in 
temples by kings, noblemen or high ranked officials 
to bear witness to successful military campaign, or 
mining expedition, royal building activities, dynastic 
marriages, and other officials events. 1herefore, the 
stela was the most suitable monument to be erected 
in Hathor temple, and special types of texts were 
composed. Thus、the inscriptions on the 日 athor 


stelae tend to be brief and formulaic.* 


The inscriptions of Serabir el-Khadim include 
about 26 inscriptions from the Old Kingdom, abourt 
106 inscripuons from the Middle Kingdom, and 85 
inscriptions from the New Kingdom. 丁 his largenumber 
of inscriptions was formulated in the traditional form 
with some variations. For example, the texts consisted 
in formulaic epithets extolling the expeditions leader 
capabilities with a narrative of his achievements. In 
the meantime, the irregulariry of Serabitr el-Khadim 
inscriptions lies in the extent to which the personal 
names of officials have been allowed to appear in these 
inscriPtions, Conseduently。 the expedition leaders felt 
supreme in Sinai, beside the use of common formulas 
in composing Serabit el-Khadim inscriptions.

indicate Z ZZ の 77 that the papyrus belongs to a
